Barnard  recited  one  of  the 
milder  incidents,  "A  10  foot 
wave  threw  me  and  boat.  I hit 
the  water  first  and  when  I 
looked  up  the  boat  was  coming 
down  (m  me.  It's  not  a very 
comforting  feeling."  he  said. 

Then  there  was  the  time  the 
12-foot  hammerhead  shark  de- 
cided to  surface  under  Bar- 
nard's sailboat.
